A CRAZED ELEPHANT. 


KEEPER FRANK SCOTT KILLED 
BY GIPSY. 


The Big Beast Avenges an Injury 


‘Which He Had Done Her by 
‘Picking. Him Up Bodily and 
Smashing Him Against a Shed. 
/ Policemen Frightened.

CHICAGO, March 25.—A crazed elephant, 
hich had killed her keeper and escaped from 


der quarters, charged up and down the streets 


and alleys of the West Side this afternoon, 
and, although escorted in her wanderings by 
a small army of policemen, was not captured 


until late tonight. , 


The animal was the big elephant Gypsy, at- 
tached to a traveling show. Frank Scott, 
whom she killed this afternoon, has had 
charge of her for a number of years. About 
1 o’clock he went into the stall where the big 
beast was confined and cast her loose. He 
then drove her into the alley and proceeded 
to give her the daily exercise. Scott mounted 
Gypsy’s head and rode her around for a few 
minutes; finally stopping her nearly in front’ 


ee _ Of the barn. Reaching over in front, Scott 


jammed the iron hook with which he con- 
trolled the beast into her flesh just above the 
right eye. Then he slid down her forehead 


Scarcely had his feet touched the ground 
when Gypsy raised her trunk and threw Scott 


to the ground. She then seized the man in 


her trunk, raised him high in the air and 
hurled him violently against the doors of a 
shed. The force with which he was cast 
against the doors broke them down, and Scott 
landed on the ground inside, crushed and 
broken. 
„Help.“ he cried, she will kill me!“ 
Hearing the noise from inside the shed 
Gypsy reached in with her trunk after her 
wkeeper, who made all the effort his injured 
condition would allow to get out of her reach. 
He continued to cry for aid and still Gypsy 
tried to get at him.

It looks as 
though Cuba is now assured of either 
independence or genuine colonial gov- 
ernment, such as Great Britain gives to 
Canada and Australia, 
SENATORS BACKING WATER 
NEW YORK, March 25.—A Havana 
dispatch to the Herald says that great 
excitement was caused by the receipt 
at the palace of the following. dispatch 
from Minister Dupuy de Lome: 
“The Senators favoring belligerency 
are convinced of the growing opposi- 
tion. of the House of Representatives 
and the country, and have agreed 
unanimously to reject the resolution of 
the joint committee, It is the general 
opinion that efforts to be made here- 
after will be fruitless, the matter now 
being considered as virtually ended.” 
The Havana papers issued late last 
evening extras which were snapped up 
greedily in the hotels and cafés. The 
Spaniards openly expressed great sat- 
isfaction and gathered in groups, con- 
gratulating one another on the news. 
Some Cubans, however, were slow to 
accept the truth of the report and be- 
lieved ‘that there must have been some 
mistake, 
The reaction in feeling toward Amer- 
loans, due to Minister Dupuy de Lome's 
dispatch, was illustrated at the Pro- 
duce and other exchanges where Amer- 
icans, who of late have been rather un- 
popular, were greeted with handshakes, 
and, in one or two cases, barely es- 
caped being carried on the shoulders cf 
their enthusiastic fellow-members. 
The editorials printed in the Havana 
papers praise Minister de Lome’s diplo- 
macy and the Senate’s good sense. 
Some editors who have been sneering 
at the United States almost daily, 
speak of the great republic in terms 
of fraternal endearment. The Diaro 


newspapers here print pessimistic 
comment upon the Cuban discussion at 
Washington, and point to the fact that 
three Senators upon the joint commit- 
tee have distinguished themselves by 
showing ill-will for Spain. These news- 
papers claim that this is not a reassur- 
ing symptom, and urge the government 
to prepare for every eventuality. They 
declare that while the vote on belliger- 
ent rights has not been finally carried 
the conflict continues. The prese also 
refers to the fact that the’ Spanish 
squadron remains in Spanish waters, 
ready to depart at any modment. The 
official press, however, takes a more 
optimistic view of the situation. 
THE CUBAN CONFERENCE RESO- 
LUTION. 
WASHINGTON, Mgrch 25.—The con- 
ferees of the two houses on the Cuban 
resolutions held another meeting to- 
day, but adjourned without reaching 
a Conclusion. They, however, went far 
enough to justify the belief that an- 
other session, which will be held to- 
morrow, will conclude the conference. 
The indications favor the recession of 
the House from its position and the 
acceptance of the Senate resolutions. 
The difficulties of getting any legisla- 
tion which is opposed, as t Cuban 
resolutions are, through the S e un- 
der the present rules are well under- 
stood by the conferees, and the convic- 
tion is gradually forcing itself upon 
them that the safest course is to pur- 
sue the course which will not require 
any further action by the Senate. The 
House members of the conference are 
loth to give up their resolutions, but 
it is understood they will do s if it 
is made necessary to secure the concur- 
rence of the two bodies. : 
Senator Cameron's to 
the Senate resolution that the friendly 
offices of the United States should be 
offered by the President to the Spanish 
government for the recognition of the 
independence of Cuba, is antagonized 
by the House conferees, one of whom 
said it would be equally diplomatic 
and proper to offer friendly offices to 
Great Britain for the attainment of 
Canada’s independence. On the other 
hand, the clause of the House resolu- 


tect the interegts of the United States 
is opposed by the Senatorial side of the 
conference, although the House confer- 
ees think it more tenable than the 


Cameron clause. Concerning the expres- 


sion of sympathy with the insurgents 
and the recommendation that the 
United States should accord them bel. 
ligerent rights, there was no great con- 
troversy of personal opinions. 

In case the Senate resolutions are 
accepted by the conference, the ques- 
tion will again be ‘thrown into the 
House, and in all probability more de- 
bate may be had in that body when 
the conferees make their report, and 
several members are preparing speeches 
in anticipation of the opportunity, 
Cuba’s most ardent partisans on the 
Foreign Affairs Committee think the 
matter of words is of small import- 
ance, and that Congress should present 


a solid front to other nations in the 
matter. 


A DOUBTFUL STORY. 
CHICAGO, March 25.—A special to

While Spain has been preparing for 
an appeal to European nations against 
the United States, Great Britain has 
quietly taken the other tack and de- 
cided to join ‘with the United States in 
helping Cuba. Such a communication 
was conveyed in an official letter, but it 
is said Secre i was given to 
understand by Sir Julian Pauncéfote 
that Great Britain would not only not 
object to any action the United States 
might take in regard to Cuba, but 
would even welcome any reasonable in- 
terference which would tend to stop the 
war now going on in the island. : 

That such an intimation was given 
semi-officially was learned positively 
last night, and the effect of the infor- 
mation when it becomes generally 
known will be to render almost certain 
speedy action by this country. 

Great Britain deplores the warfare on 
the island, and English commercial in- 
terests could not look on unmoved 
while the price of sugar was moving 
upward as the result of the destruction 


of Cuban canefields. Therefore came 


the informal intimaition that Great Brit- 
ain would gladly stand aside and see 
the United States take the initiative in 
Cuba. 
bend Great Britain in any way, and the 
Queen’s government was not put on 
record in any way, but Secretary Olney 
has been given to understand that if 
the President desires to recognize the 
patriots as belligerents, Great Britain 
will not be far behind in doing the same 
thing. British capitalists 
holders of the Spanish bonds based on 
Cuba customs revenues, and they 
might not relish the independence of the 
island unless these bonds were provided 
for. With the United States as an in- 
tervening power, it might be possible to 
gecure an arrangement by which the 
Cubane themselves would assume the 
bonds with this country as a guarantee.

SENSATIONAL FEATURES OF THE 
LANGDON TRAGEDY. 


The Dead Girl and Her Paramour to 
All Appearances Had Swallowed 
Acid—The Story of the Colored 
Servant. 


“The triumph is a most complete and 
mortal blow struck at the separatist 
There is no hope left. for the 
rebels nor thelr sympathizers. We 
confess we did not expect so complete 
a diplomatic victory, nor one so decisive 
and so soon accomplished. To the peo- 
ple of the United States the rebels will 
no longer appear as a manly oppressed 
people struggling to vindicate their 
rights and constitute an independent 
State; they will now appear as they are 
and must always be for all Europe and 
America—merely armed mobs without 
martial skill.“ 

RIFLE AND TORCH, 

NEW YORK, March 25.—The World 
has the following correspondence frum 
Santiago de Cuba, dated March 17: 

“A convoy of 126 wagons, laden with 


in the town of Caney, six miles from 
this city, fourteen drays and twenty- 
four mules, loaded with provisions, was 
attacked at Loma del Corojo, two and 
e half miles from here, by a large body 
After an 
hour’s fighting, the Spaniards were 
obliged to abandon the convoy, leaving 
twenty-eight dead and seventy-six 
wounded. The insurgents’ loss was 


“On the 12th inst. a Spanish eolumn, 
800 strong, under Lieut.-Col. Cellibos, 
met a rebel party of 1200, commanded 
by Vasquez, near Baire. The insur- 
gents surrounded the Spaniards and 
fired upon them from all sides, finally 
routing them. The Spaniards lost 
forty-two killed, 110 wounded and - 30 
prisoners. Among the killed were a 
captain and three Heutenants. The 
rebels had eighteen killed and thirty- 
On the 14th, Spanish Gen. la Cham- 
bre, with 1700 men ¢avalary, infantry 
and artillery, was ambushed near 
Ramon de las Tagnas by the rebel 
band, 500 strong, under Col. Bonne. 
The rebels were finally driven off with 
a loss of three killed and fourteen 
wounded, among the latter being 
Bonne. The Spaniards had one officer 
and ten soldiers killed and twenty-two 
wounded. 

“The Spanish guerrilla of Tiguabos, 
while on a scouting expedition on the 
10th, came to a.country house where 
were eight quiet and peaceful 
persons, some of whom were fe- 
males, a few of whom were 
dressing the wounds of insurgents. | 
The guerrillas killed all the peo- 
ple there, including the wounded men, 
and fired the house. ‘They say here 
that all the Spanish columns have se- 
eret orders to fire all the country 
houses they pass on their way and 
shoot all the prisoners they take and 
all the country people they meet who 
are outside of the garrisoned towns, 

“A bloody engagement took place on 
the lith inst., in Holquin between a 
Spanish column, 700 strong, under Li- 
nares and 1400 rebels under Gen. Car- 
rillo and Col. Otnas. The insurgents 
surrounded the Spaniards and attacked 
them with machetes and the Spaniards 
were obliged to retreat. The rebels 
had nine killed and sixteen wounded. 
The Spaniards had twenty-two killed 
and forty-five wounded. 

“For the last two months eleven po- 
litical prisoners, accused of having 
murdered three Spanish soldiers in the 
Daiqulry mining company district, have 
been locked up here in dark and un- 
healthy cells and their limbs are cov- 
ered with sores and they have not even 
had a hearing.

PHILADELPHIA, March 25.— There 
is little doubt today that Annie Me- 
Grath, found dead at No. 2926 Girard 
avenue on Monday night, was either. 
killed as a result of a plan for a double 
suicide with Samuel Langdon, the 
wealthy coal-operator, whose mistress 
she was, or that she alone committed 
suicide. The evidence thus far adduced 
points almost conclusively to the theory 
that Langdon took her life, then at- 
tempted to commit suicide, but forsook 
this purpose and fied. 

The most incriminating fact is that 
the girl’s lips and almost the entire in- 
terior of the mouth were burned and 
discolored as if by acid poison, while 
Langdon’s tongue, from the tip to the 
palate is a series of ulcers and mucous 
patches which, according to his own 
statement, were not there before Mon- 
day. This condition is almost exactly 
similar to that existing in fhe -girl’s 
mouth, except that in the latter dt is 
more aggravated. 

Bertha Stewart, a colored servant em- 
ployed by the couple, wa's the last per- 
son, except Langdon, who saw the girl 
alive. This was about 3:30 o’cloak Sun- 
day afternoon. Mrs. Langdon, as she 
as known, came downstairs and told 
1e servant to prepare dinner. en 
returned to the bedroom, where her 
supposed husband had been with her all 
day. There was no further sign from 
the upper part of the house until 4:30 
o’clock, When she heard a piercing 
scream. She “hurried upstairs and 
knocked at the door. Langdon, clad 
only in his night-shirt, opened the door 
and told her that her mistress was suf- 
fering from a bilious attack, to which 
she was subject. Through an aperture 
she saw “her mistress lying on the bed 
with a towel on her face. She was mo- 
tioriless and may have been dead then. 
Langdon evidently had been lying on 
the floor. At 5 o'clock he came down 
alone to dinner and told the girl not to 
disturb her mistress, who was not well. 
He gave her the keys of the house and 
left, saying he was going to New York.

That night the body was discovered. 


The girl’s relatives deny that she was 
ever subject to bilious attacks. On 
Tuesday morning the Stewart girl re- 
ceived a postal card from Langdon, 
mailed after he left the house the night 
before, instructing her if her mistress 
was no better by Tuesday to notify her 
fatner, Henry McGrath, en ar- 
rested yesterday Langdon complained 
of being ill and shortly afterward vom- 
ited copiously. He told Police Surgeon 
Andrews that his tongue and throat 
were ulcerated from excessive smoking, 
but he had not before been troubled 
with such an affection. The surgeon 
found the throat in good condition, and 


“gays smoking does not produce’ such 


ulcers as in this case. The mouth 
looked as if it had been burned by an 
irritamt, such as ether or chloroform. 
The condition might have been pro- 
vag by mineral acid in small quan- 
Y. 
Bertha Stewart made the further 
statement today that on Monday morn- 
ing she went up to awaken Langdon, 
but could not arouse him. She heard 
him. snoring. She made another at- 
tempt later in the day with similar re- 
sult. The father of the dead girl told 
Coroner Ashbridge today at his 
daughter deceived him. Her excuse for 
her absence of three or four days at a 
time was that she had been visiting 
r and this was accepted without 


u. 

The police say that Langdon's time 
was mainly taken up by trips to New 
York, where he had an office at No. 1 
Broadway. 

Prof. Leffman, who is analyzing the 
contents of the stomach of Miss Mc- 
Grath, said: “Thus far I have found 
that the stomach shows no signs of bil- 
ious troubles. The girl’s death might 
have been caused by morphine or ether. 


There are no indications that she 
swallowed laudinum. In the ion of 
the heart there are several blood clots, 


but I cannot say at present whether 
these could have caused death“ 

In Miss McGrath’s pocket, when her 
body was found, was $100. . 

Today Langdon sent for a physician.

Intriguing for Clarence. : 
to the 


New Victory for Science. | 
(San Francisco Chronicle:) George 
‘A. Fleming of Visalia, profiting by a 
paper recently written by W. H. Ham- 
mon, forecast official of the United 
States Weather Bureau here, made an 
experiment during the recent cold snap 
and succeeded in protecting the fruit 
growing on his 400-acre farm from any 
damage by frost. His neighbors’ crops, 
which were unprotected, suffered quite 
seriously. 

Hammon's method was somewhat of 
an improvement over the one recom- 
mended by Finkel of San Bernardino. 
The latter advised the use of large vats 
of water with fires built around them 
to produce condensation. Hammon sug- 
gested the use of small fires, sprayed 
from time to time. The large fires rec- 
ommended by Finkel, he thought, would 
produce an updraft, carrying the mois- 
ture too high to do any good. In turn, 
Fleming has improved on Hammon’s 
idea. His method is described in a let- 
ter written to Hammon and received 
yesterday. The letter reads as follows: 

“Dear Sir: Your valued favor of the 
$d inst. relative to protection from frost 
received. Thanks for valuable informa- 
tion conveyed. Have made use of it to 
our great advantage three times during 
the latter part of last week. Damage 
is reported within a few miles of us, 
where no effort at protection was made, 
but can discover no evidence of frost 
here at all. Almonds, early plums, apri- 
cots and peaches, all of which either 
in blossom or already formed, 
the slightest injiur. 

In endeavoring to carry out your idea 
of evaporating as much water as pos- 
sible with the least amount of rising 
heat we used several plans. We could 
not spray water on our fires, as, in or- 
der to make evaporation continuous, it 
required a man to attend each fire. We 
burned brush beforehand on our ave- 
nues and open spaces, and the beds of 
live coals formed were smudged . with 
wet straw and manure several hours be- 
fore sunrise, and kept wet. This could 
not be done among the trees without 
danger of burning them. We therefore 
heaped wet straw on a wire network 
four feet square stretched from four 
stakes driven into the ground, the 
straw being brought about one and a 
half feet from the ground. Small fires 
were built under them, and a man could 
attend to several, occasionally replen- 
ishing the fire and wetting the straw. 

But we finally hit on a still better 


| scheme. We built similar wire frames 


on our low truck wagons, stretching 
them from four wagon stakes, and heap- 
ing wet manure over them. Dirt was 
thrown on the wagon beds to protect 
them, and pots of burning tar were set 
underneath the straw roof. A barrel of 
water on the wagon was used to keep 
the straw wet. These wagons were 
driven about and did the best work, as 
they could go wherever most needed. 
The smoke and vapor were Carried to 
the rear as the wagon moved, and, be- 
ing at once out of the rising heat, fell 
close to the ground in a long white trail. 
At daylight our whole 400 acres of or- 
chard was covered+with a white fog 
extending from the ground about twenty 
feet high. 

“It looks now as if one could abso- 
lutely protect against any ordinary 
frost, and if so you will have earned 
our everlasting gratitude.” . 


Poultry on a Large Seale. 


(Albert F. Firestine, in Southern = 
tivator:y It does not always he 
that because one is successful in rais- 
ing poultry on a small scale, propor- 
tionaté success will follow. When they 
are reared on small runs, the conditions 
are somewhat changed. A retail mer- 
chant may make money at his business, 
and yet prove an entire failure if he 
started in the wholesale business. Nev- 
ertheless, if the work is understood 
there is more money in poultry on a 
large scale than on a small scale, and 
to make it, one must study the busi- 
ness from the beginning. The most suc- 
cessful wholesale poultgymen are those 
who started in an humble way and 
worked up their business to a gigantic 
one. Poultry-raising on a large scale

reason that if one hen makes a profit of 
$1.50 a year, therefore one thousand 
hens will make $1500 clear profit. In 
large flocks it will be necessary to in- 
crease the size of the farm, so that 
there will be a larger initial outlay; and 
the interest on this money will be con- 
sidered. There will be a great loss from 
death; different sanitary conditions will 
exist; a dozen or two fowls on a farm 
win not breed amy disease to speak of, 
but when several hundred are kept 
there, new and strange diseases will 
break gut; an epidemic will carry off 
half the flock unless precautions are 
taken beforehand. But in another way 
there are many advantages in rais- 
ing poultry on a large scale. Feed can 
be bought in wholesale quantities, and 
quite a saving can be realized in this 
way; new breeds can be purchased at 
wholesale prices. It is such small tri- 
fles that make poultry-raising on a 
large scale successful. 

Every small item of expense and loss 
must be magnified in the poultryman’s 
book, until he has reduced it to the low- 
est minimum. As in all wholesale busi- 
ness, there should be no leaks, no 
breaks and no unaccounted-for items of 
expense. It is necessary to divide the 
poultry into flocks of about fifty each, 


and let each flock be separate from the 


others. 

A greater number than the above 
would be too crowded, and breed dis- 
ease and vermin. Give each flock a 
large range of woodland or grass to 
roam through. Where lands are cheap, 
this can be easily done, and it will do 
more toward preventing disease than 
any other measure. If there is a small 
running brook on the place, make each 
fenced-in range touch the brook at some 
point. One cannot realize how health- 
ful this is to poultry in summer time. 
They will drink more of the water than 
if supplied to them in cans and troughs, 
and it will always be fresh and cool. 
Care should be taken to see that no 
disturbing element is introduced into 
the flock. Sometimes a cross hen or a 
young cockerel will worry and frighten 
the hens so that it will be a necessity 
3 — the disturber from the flock 

once. 


Errors in Butter Making. 


To make gilt-edged butter it is ab- 
solutely necessary to watch the souring 
of the cream and to churn as soon as 
possible after the cream thickens and 
becomes distinctly sour, say 
Thorp in-the Irish Farming 
is better to err on the sweet side if 
in doubt, for although good butter may 
frequently be made from  over-ripe 
creain if it be churned slowly at a low 
temperature, and very thoroughly 
washed while in a fine granular condi- 
tion, it is not always possible to churn 
at a low temperature, and to over- 
churn cream which is too sour means 
either to lose money on the butter, or 
to disappoint the customer who buys 
it. The loss in churning sweet cream 
depends upon the 
cream, and decreases as the thickness 
of the cream increases. It is possible 
to avoid loss almost entirely in churn- 
ing sweet cream by skimming the 
cream as thick as possible. 

There is a good deal to be learned 
the preparation of cream 
for churning, and the subject needs 


study—careful, systematic study, under 


conditions similar to those which hold 
in creameries. Indeed, there are many 
questions connected with creameries 
which need thorough investigation, and 
in some cases the investigation will 
have to be carried but at the factories, 
and not in the laboratory of a chemist, 
or in the trial churn of a dairy school. 

Errors in salting and working butter 
are not so common as they used to be, 
though one occasionally finds in a 
creamery a butter-worker which can- 
not be instantly thrown out of gear. 


Streakiness in butter is becoming al- 


most uncommon, but one frequently 
meets with butters which have been 
overworked in the endeavor to press 
out water, and properly incorporate 
the salt. It is not possible to add 
water to butter unless the water be 
at a temperature considerably above 70 
deg. Fahr., but.by careless working 
the butter may be made so soft that 
the worker cannot press the water out 
of it. A little care and foresight should 
obviate this. 

When butter is taken from the churn 
in granular condition, it should be 
spread evenly on the butter-worker, 
and carefully salted, turning over the 
butter with a pair of Scotch hands, 
then set the worker in motion, give 
two or three turns, and remove the 
butter to a slate slab, where it should 
be allowed to stand and drain for two 
hours at least, after which it can be 
reworked. By this method of salting 
butter in the in it will require less 
working and will be firmer and in bet- 
ter condition when finished than would 
be the case if the salt were ground in 
immediately after taking the butter 
from the churn, |

A Dairy School. 

The Ontario government, says the 
London Farm and Fireside, has estab- 
lished a dairy school at Strathroy, so as 
to better ingtruct Canadian dairymen 
in the art of making good cheese and 
butter. In the export’ of cheese Canada 
leads the world, its output being $20,- 
000,000 worth per year, of which one- 
half is furnished by Ontario. The ex- 
port of cheese from the United States 
has been only about one-half this, and 
that of Holland only one-fourth that of 
Canada. The deficiency of Canadian 
dairymen is in making butter. In this 
they are far outstripped by dairymen 
in the United States. Many of the Can- 
adian farmers’ wives have not the con- 
veniences and knowledge requisite to 
making good butter. One of the most 
important points in making butter to 
be marketed is to have a uniform prod- 
uct. This the Strathroy school will pro- 
mote. It will be under charge of Prof. 
James Mills, the president of the On- 
tario Agricultural College at Guelph.

DR. DEPEW OBEYING ORDERS. 


Chauncey M. Depew always talks en- 
tertainingly, whether his remarks be 
addressed to a post-prandial assem- 
blage or to a newspaper reporter. He 
talked in his usual engaging manner 
to a representative of The Times yes- 
terday, as will be seen by reference to 
another column of this issue.

Platt and his lieutenants succeeded 
in carrying out their pre-arranged pro- 
gramme and securing the indorsement 
of the New York State convention for 
Gov. Morton’s Presidential candidacy. 
This was expected. The Platt machine 
is well oiled and in good working con- 
dition. But it does not follow that, be- 
cause the State convention instructed 
the four delegates-at-large for Gov. 


Norton, the delegation from New York 


to the St. Louis convention will be a 
unit for Morton. There was a strong 
McKinley-sentiment.in the State con- 
vention, although the delegates thereto 
had been selected under the super- 
vision of the Platt machine.

When it comes to the districts, there 
will be several McKinley men elected, 
and so the New. York delegation will 
not go into the national convention 
solid for Morton. 
Gov. Morton is a respectable candi- 
date—as good as the best of the favor- 
ite sons—but he may yet find it expedi- 
ent to imitate the example set by Sen- 
ator Davis of Minnesota, and retire 
from a race in which he has started 
out without the unanimous support of 
his own State.

WITH THE EDUCATORS. 


Warm Discussion Over Resolutions 
- Proposed by Principal Cates. 

At the meeting of the school princi- 
pals yesterday afternoon in the Spring- 
street school, Prof. Cates, the president 
of the organization which the principals 
have formed, threw a bombshell into the 
midst of the educators, in the shape of 
a set of resolutions which he proposed 
that the principals, as a representative 
school body of the city, adopt. The 
resolutions were drawn up in such a 
way that they seemed to reflect upon 
the actions in the past of some city 
pedagogues, and the discussion. over 
them waxed warm, and even hot at 
times. As introduced by Prof. Cates, 
they were worded as follows: 

„Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
conference that no teacher should be- 
come a candidate for a position until 


it has been definitely decided that the 


present incumbent shall not remain 
longer than the present term of con- 


tract. When a board of education has. 


taken such action as precludes the rres- 
ent incumbent from being an applicant, 
“or when he annuounces that he is not 

a candidate for reélection, it is proper 
f r another to enter the field as an ap- 


cant. 

“That in a contest fora position none 
but strictly honorable means shculd 
be employed by the contestants and 
their friends. After a board of educa- 
tion has made choice of a teacher it 
should be considered unprofessional for 
the defeated candidate to. criticise the 
successful one, or to charge him with 


incompetency or having resorted to un- 


fair means in securing the position. 
“That every member of the teaching 
rofession should exercise a spirit of 


oyalty, by giving to other teachers the. 


benefit of his influence; by being care- 
ful not to criticise either his predeces- 
sors or associates harshly, and by 
speaking a good word for them when- 
ever possible. He should avoid doing 
whatever might.tend to weaken the in- 
fluence of his fellows with the school of- 
13 fellow- teachers, parents, or pu- 


The second section of these resolu- 
tions was repudiated by the teachers 
and principals assembled, but the re- 


mainder of the resolutions were adopted. 


So much time was consumed in dis- 
cussing the matter that the regular 


‘business of the meeting was obliged to 


be postponed. A report of a commit- 
tee appointed to prepare a course of pro- 
‘fessional reading for school principals 


and teachers, was adopted, and each 
school was appointed as a “circle” for 


the study of this course. 


THE MODERN TRANSFORMER.

The 
statement on motion for a new trial, 
as found in the transcript, consists of 
about four hundred printed pages. In 
view of the conclusion reached upon 
another point, the judges did not at- 
tempt to state the evidence intellli- 
gibly and review the rulings com- 
plained of.

they are not distinguishable and an at-

Ching Wah had a fight yesterday and 
came out of it with two cuts on his 
head and sundry painful bruises and 
bumps.

ING PAYS. 


‘WHEN THE IS-ADAPTED TO 
THAT FRUIT. 


A Correspondent Shows Why Cer- 
tain Districts and Certain Men 
Raise the Question of Profit in. 
the ‘growing Basiness,. 


SAN BERNARDINO; March 28. Does 


orange- growing pay? This question has 
several times been asked of late in these 
columns. The question has herdly 
been answered satisfactorily. It is a 
pertinent question, for upon it hinges 
the future of a very prominent industry. 
It is a question which should be an- 
swered without any disposition to 


boom the country, and without local 
prejudice. 


Does the legal profession pay? Shall 


We ask the first lawyer we meet, and 


take his answer as final? He may be 
an attorney of extensive practice, and, 
if so, it pays. He may be a briefless 
numskull, and, if so, it does not pay. 

Does wheat-growing pay? The man 
with a fertile farm will not give us the 
Same answer as the man with @ poor 
farm. 

Orange-growing pays or it does not 
pay, according to the man, the soil and 
the climate, .. 

Taking the season of 1894-5 as a basis 
for investigation, navel oranges as the 
the commodity, net receipts to the 
growers as the real returns, $1000 per 
acre as the value of orchards, 300 boxes 
returns from a 
twelve-year-old orchard; 350 per acre 
for labor, $50 for fertilizer, $100 for in- 
terest, we have a basis to figure fromm. 

According to the above estimates, 
which are believed to be about as con- 
ditions exist, each box of oranges costs 
66 2-3 cents to the grower. 

It ought not now to de a difficult 
question to 


determine, in each loca 

whether on the whole mans is profit in 
the bus 

Few people realize, however, the 
great difference in the amount of money 
realized on an average in different lo- 
calities. If we take the reports pub- 
lished by associations of growers as 


the average returns for a locality, we | ing. 


will scarcely find one locality which fell 
below the cost of production, which in- 
cludes labor and imterest. There are 
some localities, however, which bor- 
dered closely upon the actual cost. On 
the other hand, there was a vast range 
of returns, running up as high as $1.66 
per box net to the growers, in one lo- 
cality. That implies that the grower 
having an average orc in that lo- 
cality not only received pay for his 
labor and interest, but fad a bonus of 


$300 per acre from a twelve-year-old ore 


chard. 

But that is an exceptional locality. Its 
fruit was marketed at a&bbdut 65 cents 
per box above the average price. The 
average for 1894-5 for all localities was 
about $1 per box, which left to the grow- 
ers on a twelve-year-old orchard, ont 
$100 per acre as net profit. 

But if these are correct statements, 
why is it that there are many men who 
insist that there is no profit in orange- 
growing? 

.I have in mind a large orange-grow- 
„ing section, one of the older sections, 
*which neglected to fight scale until the 
orchards were’ nearly ruined, which 
never was able to produce high-grade 
fruit,’ because not adapted to orange- 
growing, though a wonderfully fertile 
country in. other lines. When to the 
normal expense is added the expense 
of fighting scale and a local expense in 
preparing fruit for market, the cost 
of production actually exceeds the low- 
est N rate, which. alone is ob- 
tainable. 

I would’ not de surprised to r from 
such a locality complaint tha 
growing is not profitable. 


There is another class of men who}: 


sometimes complain—the owners of 
young orchards. . 
The orange tree to produce 


three or four years from planting, but 
it must be much older than that before 
it can be depended upon to give much 
of a revenue. To the man awaiting on 
constant expense the maturing of an 
erchard, time drags wearily, and many 
a man becomes impatient before re- 
turns come in. 

Still there is another class of men 
who are heavily in debt and conse. 

uently the interest on the investment 
—— not come to them but goes to the 
holder of the mortgage. Many of these 
men hire all labor done. They neither 
furnish capital nor labor,and yet expect 
the profit of orange-growing. 

Another class are not willing to pur- 
chase success by the careful attention 
to oa necessary for genen in any 

ursu 
8 It should be evident trom the above 
that while there is liability to loss in 


certain sections and by certain men, 


bas 


there is a possibility of large profit for 
other men in other sections. 

If we turn our attention to seedling 
oranges we do not find an éncouraging 
outlook. The seedling orange is an in- 
ferior product and has a direct compet- 
itor in imported fruit. It is an object- 
lesson in the truism that it is Califor- 
nia’s mission to produce the best ob- 
tainable commodity, for that alone 
25 have all conie to concede the 
fact that many a good farmer has 
been spoiled to make a poor lawyer. It 
is equally true that many a fine ranch 
been thrown away in an effort to 
produce a crop for which it .s not 
adapted, and this is conspicuously true 
of attempts to grow oranges. . 

We have passed through an experi- 
mental period. It took time and money 
to locate the true orange land of South- 
ern California. Many an orchard was 
planted where it ought not to be 
planted, where. oranges cannot be pro- 
fitably ‘produced in a series of years 
in competition with districts more fa- 
vored for that particular crop. 

The realization of this fact by people 
best acquainted with the country has 
led to “bitter contentions between lo- 
ealities and for the sake of avoiding 

suspicion it is deemed wise in this arti- 
cle to refer to no locality and deal only) 
with principles, and the one leading: 
thought should always be with Cali- 
fornians that it pays to produce the 
best of oranges io it pays in all lines 
of effort to ex 

We may be ‘blinded by local pride to 
attempt to boom our several sections 
and cater to the crowd who insist on 
forcing oranges to grow on corn land. 
But there isan arbitrator who sets in 
unbiased ju ent. It is the market 
of the East. It inevitably draws a line 
between the orchards which pay and 
those which do not pay. With grow- 
ers’ prices ranging from about 65 cents 
to $1.65 in the.same year, it has a broad 
field in which to draw the line. But 
those figures are above the average of 
a series of years lately passed through. 
They will probably be found above the 
average figures of coming years. When 
the producers of one locality especially 
favored by nature receive nearly three 
times as much as the producers of an- 
other locality, the 8 conditions 


have no terror for the producers of the 


best. It a falling market is experienced 
it will simply force those who are pro- 
ducing inferior oranges to pull up their 
trees and give their attention to crops 
adapted to the soll. This may seem a 
hardship; but nature does not hesitate 
to inflict such hardships. E. F. H.

DR. GREEN ACQUITTED. 
He Was Only Training His Vicious 
Kicking Horse. 


At 9 o’clock this morning Judge Were 
riam’s courtroom was thronged with 
citizens, and among them were a num- 
ber of tourists, guests at the Spalding, 
who were prepared to assist the Hu- 
mane Society in prosecuting Dr. D. 8. 
Green, a prominent and favorably- 
known citizen of Pasadena who has 
lived here for the last eight years, and 
who was arrested on the complaint of 
a New York youth by the name of. W. 
F. Randolph, who alleged that on the 
1¢@h of March the defendant had cruelly 
whipped his horse while it was tied in 
the stall. It took about two hours to 
Secure a jury, and in view of the ex- 
haustive eloquence of the attorneys for 
the prosecution, it was called a lucky 
stroke of policy to put two undertak- 
ers among the “twelve good men and 
true,” who were to decide the issue 
of the case, 

About the first thing brought to the 
surface was the fact that young Kan- 
dolph, though swearing that Dr. Green 
beat his horse fully ten minutes, only 
saw the horse being whipped ‘about 
three-quarters of a minute, hearing 
sounds from the barn that led him to 
believe that the whipping had con- 
tinued for that length of time. Attor- 
ney Wright, who conducted the case for 
Dr. Green was almost unable to speak 
so that the jury could hear him, as he 
was suffering from a severe case of 
laryngitis, but as the court refused to 
continue the case at his request, he 
was obliged to proceed. He succeeded 
in bringing before the jury the fact 
that Mr. Randolph had controdicted 
himself in the statement of facts as 
contained in the complaint, and as 
_verbally testified, and then Mre. Ran- 
dolph, his mother, was called. She told 


a very succinct story of the horse-whip- - 


ping and was soon allowed to leave the 
stand. to allow of the calling of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Simmons, who bad also 
heard the whipping from the Spalding. 
Some of the Spalding ladies, among 
whom were Mrs. Randolph, ventured 
to remonstrate with the doctor upon 
the occasion of the whipping, and were 
told politely but firmly and with em- 
phasis that it was his own business and 
75 proposed to attend to it as he saw 


Dr. Green being called, related that 
he had owned the horse for three 
years, and it was broken to drive when 
he bought it. He said the animal was 
exceedingly vicious, and had a habit 
both of kicking in the shafts end in 
the stall, and that latterly it had kicked 
at him. He resolved to cure the horse 
ot the trick, and upon the occasion 
mentioned, when he entered the stall 
and the Vicious brute kicked at him, 
he took the buggy whip and lashed the 
‘animal across the legs, continuing the 
lashing as long as the horse continued 
the 3 and that the treatment 
seemed 80 us that the brute 
had not . at him since. 


rge Greely, a liveryman, was 


called as an expert, and testified that. 


the only way to cure a horse of kicking 


in the stall was to punish him for it. 
Dr, Ward B. Rowland, county veteri- 
narian and a member ‘of the. Humane 
Society, testified to the same effect. and 
Mr. Lukens told how he had ‘witnessed 
an instance of victousness on the part 
of the horse. Other witneeses avere 
called, and the trial dragged its weari- 
some length into the mid-afternoon. 
When the testimony was. all in, Mr. 
Hahn made a long argument to the 
jury; then Mr. ‘Wright had a brief in- 
ning, and the jury, after ten minutes’ 


consideration, declared Dr, Green in- 


nocent of cruelty. 

The courtroom was crowded 
and the atmosphere was 
the interest in the case did not flag. 
The president of the Humane Society 
expresses regret that the complaint 
was sworn out, as the verdict will prob- 
ably embolden those who are inclined 
to be really cruel to horses, but not 
a particle of evidence was adduced to 
show that Dr. Green had been unnec- 
essarily or unjustifiably cruel, and Mrs. 
Spalding testified to that effect, she, 
like the guests of the house having 
been a witness of the alleged ill treat 
ment of the horse on the specific occa- 
sion mentioned in the complaint.

AZUSA, March 26.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) This town has one of the 
most extensive and complete sewerage 
systems that any town ever had, which 
is doubtless the reason why there has 
never yet been a case of typhus or ma- 
larial fever, or even à trace of it, in 
the place.. The three principal ave- 
nues—Azusa, San Gabriel and Ala- 
meda—running from the mountains 
southward into the valley, are all 
sewered with eight-inch cement pipe 
that has been in place now eight years 
and is in as perfect condition and goot 
working order as it was at firat. The 
system is three and a half miles in 
length and empties into a deep arroyo 
southwest of town. 

Another item worthy of mention is 
the fact that all domestic water used 
in the.town is taken from the flowing 
river high up in the mountains and car- 
ried direct to town without stopping to 
grow stagnant or inipregnated with dis- 
ease germs in reservoirs. There is still 
another factor that will tend to make 
Azusa always a healthy place, and 
that is the fact that the subsoil, only 
two or three feet from the surface, is 

com of bowlders, so that any- 
thing of the nature of stagnant water, 
or boggy places, is utterly impossible. 

Sidewal and sewers are. th 
reat bugaboes usually pointed to and 
harped on by those who oppose incor- 
porating country towns under a city

David Starr Jordan, president of Stan- 
ford University, again won hon>drs in 
an address on “The Rise of the Common 
Man.” To his listeners he gave some 
beautiful mental pictures, comparing 
the common man of other nations with 
the common man of this country. The 
common man must be strong, because 
responsibility has been thrust upon 
him, and the hope of this country lies 
in what the school does for its children. 
The attitude of the pupil’s mind is fixed 
by the school. The character of a man 
never changes after he leaves college. 
Generation after generation has re- 
peated the mistakes of its predec2ssors 
at a dreadful cost of suffering, but 
progress comes through suffering. The 
individuality of the man of the foreign 
country is taken from him, but America 
affords every opportunity of preserv- 
ing the individualism of the being. 

At his lecture last evening, Dr. Jor- 
dan spoke on “The Stability of Truth,” 
He said, “I want to consider how far 
we may trust our senses as a guide in 
determining the realities of life. What 
ig the text by which we may determine 
what is the real and what is the seem- 
ing? Numerous illustrations were given 
to show how unreliable are many sense 
perceptions. Weak minds with strong 
imaginations are over-awed and moved 
by that which they cannot under- 
stand, and by contact with strong 
minds.

Ventura Molido, Who Had OConfessea 
and Then Repudiated the Con- 
fession, Pleads Guilty to Murder 
Before Judge Noyes—Testimony 
to Be Taken Today.

They were each about 
eight feet in length, but were evidently 
young ones. They greatly damaged the 
seine. One of the “threshers” will be 
shipped to Los Angeles for mounting. 
This kind of sharks, it is said, seldom 
comes so close to shore as to be caught 
in a seine. Such an occurrence was 
formerly unheard of in Redondo. The 
„thresher' grows to a length of nearly 
twenty feet, its tail being about as long 
as its body. Its mouth is not formidable, 
but its tail is a fearful weapon. The tati 
can be made to strike a powerful blow. 
The edge of this appendage is like 
the edge of a sickle, and the fishermen 
declare it can be used as a terrible cut- 
ting instrument. They say instances 
have been known where a shark of 
this species has acted in company with 
a sword-fish to kill a whale. <As the 
whaie commences to blow“ the shark 
lands a powerful blow of its tall on the 
whale’s “blowhole,” and with the aid of 
the sword-fish the whale’s existence is 
soon brought to an end. The thresher“ 
is rarely seen close to shore. A Cath- 
olle priest while bathing at Santa Cruz 
in 1880, was attacked by one, which re- 
peatedly knocked him down with its tail 
as he attempted to rise and walk to 
shore. The priest was killed in the 
struggle after being fearfully lacerated.

POMONA. 7 
Public Opinion About Sewers—Big 
Prices for Oranges. 

‘POMONA, March 25.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The subject of issuing 
city bonds to the amount of $40,000 or 
350,000 more, for the purpose of con- 
structing a system of public sewers, is 


naturally uppermost in the minds of 
the taxpayers of this place, now that a 


mass-meeting of Pomona citizens has 


been called to discuss. the matter on 
next Tuesday evening at Kessler’s Hall. 
The idea seems to stagger many Po- 
mona people. One man here put the 
case like this today: Here we have 
outstanding $40,000 worth of school 
bonds that draw 7 per cent., and now 
we have virtually sold $195,000 more of 
6 per cent. bonds; that makes our city 
debt $235,000; our annual interest pay- 
ment, $14,900, or $1241 per month. The 
city debt of P a at present (with 
the water bonds sold,) means 35.25 debt 
for every human being in this place. I 
tell you it is too bad to talk about put- 
ting on another puble mortgage for 
$40,000, and I don’t believe the people 
will stand it, either; much as we need 
sewers.”’ 

A number of the best business men 
say that Pomona made such a fizzle of 
selling her $195,000 worth of 6 per cent. 
forty-year bonds at the insignificant 
premium of $10,000, when the talk was 
that the premium would be over $25,- 
000 that they will never vote for any 
more municipal bonds. When little 
squirt-gun villages back Bast can sell 
their bonds at two or three times the 
premium that the city of Pomona gets,“ 
said one merchant today, “I don’t want 
to ever consider putting a blanket mort-

THE JEWISH PASSOVER. 


‘Begins at Sunset Saturday and Con- 


tinues Seven Days. 


At sunset Saturday the Jewish feast 
of the Passover begins. It comes on 
the 14th day of Nisan in the Hebrew 
calendar. The feast lasts for seven 
days, the first and last being holidays. 
It is called in the Hebrew tongue, 
“Passah,” and commemorates the de- 
parture of the Israelites from Egypt, 
and the freeing of the Hebrew nation 
from bondage. It is during this period 
that unleavened bread is used. Serv- 
ices are held in the synagogues at the 
commencement and at the close, the 
prayers being directed to thanks- 
giving for the enjoyment of iiberty. 
The Passah is followed fifty days later 
by the Jewish Pentecost, celebrating 
the formal declaration of spiritual lib- 
erty on Mt. Sinai. The Christian Fen- 
tecost marked the coming of the Holy 
Ghost that Comforter which Jesus 
promised to send to His disciples after 
His crucifixion, and is in nowise re- 
lated to the Jewish feast of the same 
name, which was of much earlier es- 
tablishment. This comes on May 17. 
The next great feast is that of Ab, 
commemorative of the destruction of 
Jerusalem, which falls this year on 
July 18. Later in the season comes the 
fast of Guadaliah, that of Expiation, 
and the feast of Tabernacles. The lo- 
cal coneregations give due observance 
to all these occasions, special services 
being held to mark their occurrence. 


Lecture Before the Settlement: As- 
sociation. 

Rev. Clifford Barnes, formerly of the 
Hull House, Chicago, and a close friend 
of and co-worker with Miss Jane Addams, 
spoke on Tuesday night before the Los 
Angeles Settlement Club at the rooms 
on Castelar street. Many friends of the 
Club listened to his lecture, as well as 


some strangers from eastern cities, in- 


terested in the now famous and fully- 
established movement which Hull 
House so typically represents. 

Mr. Barnes. in referring to the work 
in this city, spoke of the peculiar fitness 
of its being first established among the 
Spanish-Americans, to whom we pres- 
ent-day Californians owe so great a 
debt. He compared the present condi- 
tion of the native people in this State 
with the early days of opulence, before 
the Americans came, when the acres 
now manipulated by the modern real- 
estate dealer formed a part of vast 
tracts under Spanish ownership, hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres often be 


the pinched and narrow homes of Sono- 


ratown, one cannot but be saddened by 


the contrast between this life and that 
of other days. This change, Mr. Barnes 
believes, we Americans are largely re- 
sponsible for. That we owe a repara- 
tion to these origiral Californians can- 
not be doubted, and this reparation is 
fitly expressed by a movement which 
seeks to better the condition of their 
descendants and to make life for them 
better worth the living. 


Speaking politically, As the slums 


go, so go the cities,” the speaker said; 
but the people with whom settlement 
work has to do in California, and par- 
ticularly in Los Angeles, are not to be 
compared to those among whom settle- 
ments have been made in the great 
eastern cities. There, poverty, crime 
and degradation are at their lowest; the 
natures of the people are brutalized, 
amd to strike a spark of good from the 
mint of indifference seems an under- 
ing beyond human power. Here, 
however, the moral tone is not to be 
attributed to amy innate viclousness of 
the race, but rather to the conditions 
under which the people are forced to 
live, and if these can be changed by 
the great power of friendship, for which 
settlement work stands, Sonoratown 
eyed be made a power for good instead 
of evil. 
There is room, ‘the speaker thought, 
for four or five settlements in Los An- 
geles, these, as interest m this 
form of social work grows, will un- 
doubtedly be established. Mr. Barnes 
gave interesting details as to the meth- 
ods of work at Hull House, and after 
the lecture a score of eager inquirers 
received information on many points 
pertaining to the conduct of the work.
